Bidduiph, a t'rnduate of the class of Science '13, serv- 
iiifj with the Princess Patricia's (:;madiim Ll^'ht lufuntry, in Franco, says that the report of his 
death has been grossly exaggerated. After the fitfliting before Conri-cllflto last ScptnnlxM- then- 
appeared in the casualty lists amouf^ those killed in aetion tlie name of a eeitain ' I'te. R. Hi.l- 
dulph." Friends of the young Medill tjraduate inferred from this that he had been killed in ac- 
tion, and accounts of his career and deatli ai)peared in the MontreiJ ;;apers. Pte. H. 11. 11. Bid- 
duiph heard of this, and the following note, written to a friend in close touch with the Univer- 
sity, explains the rest of the story: "I was shocked to hear that tlie Montreal papers had publish- 
fd an erroneous report that 1 was, as well as our friend Ferguson (Pie. R. M, Ferguson. Arts '14), 
killed at the battle of C'oureclette. Ft^rguson, I believe, died a heroic death, falling with so many of 
our best on that victorious but costly 15th of September on the Somme. 1 have not been wounded, 
oven .s!ii:litly, and there was no foundation for the report that 1 was a casualty." 

I'te. IJiddulph's home is in Reading, England, and after graduation with the class of 'la, he 
engaged in mining engineering in different parts of Canada before ho joined the 5th Uniycreities 
Company when it was formed in Montreal a year ago.

Lieut. Harvey Cockshutt, Graduate of Science 'OS 

Gave up His Life on Battlefield for His Ideals

BRANTFORD. ONT, March 2.— 
Though a director and foreign sales 
manager of the Cockshutt Plow Com- 
pany, and with a future before him 

that waa decidedly bright In prospect 
the call of duty wa.i answered by 
J.ieiit. Harvey I'oekshutt. Scb-nee 'Ori, 
and the ni'Ws that laine yeslerday In 
the fninllv here lli.nt, after having l»-en 
inissini: since .Inni' bi.'Jl. he was pre- 
Miltned dead, fame as a deainet .shorlt, 
hope baviiii,' liei-n held out that, ns in 
other casi of a similar !-.i:!il. where a 
.■«oldii'r w.i:: serloimly wounded, even- 
tually Word would be r('-,-ivei| that 
he was tllll alive. That was not to 
bo, aiiparently, and in his p;i,.<isin;( 
Brantford loses a young citizen 
whose place will be hard to fill. 

He was not of the ailveniurouH 
type, but a steady going, hard think- 
ing young Canadian. "I don't want 
to go, but I consider It my duty to 
go," he commented when he told mem- 
bers of the family that he had decid- 
ed to go overseas. There was nothing 
more to be said. He saw his duty, 
and he fulfilled It. though in the ful- 
mung be laid down his life. 



He waa the only son of Mrs. J. R. I 
Cockshutt. of . this city, and at the j 
time of his 'Ipath was 33 years of age. I 
liklucated In Brantford schools, he went | 
to McQIU University, Montreal, where ; 
he graduated with credit. Returning ! 
he Joined the staff of the Cockshutt 
Plow Company, beln.ç first In the local 
office for some time. He was then ' 



trinsferred to the stnfff. of tho offices 
at Winnipeg and Ueelnn. Again he re- 
turned to Brantford. then being ap- 
p.iirit"i| forelijn sales manager. In 
wl ieh po:-ilion h<" travelled exten- 
I'ivelv, having rcniiileieil e trl|i to

I It was not lonif after w.ir broke 
out that h*" volunteered hi'; cervices. 
'K'.intî with the eavalry. v. hl -h event- 
lually lie(.,me tie- lib ''..M.Il. The 
regiment was turned into lnfnntr>-. 
and on June 2, 1916, held a portion 
of the Canadian front line at Ypres. 
The Rermana rushed the position that 
day, the attack being saceessful ' for 
the time. In leading his men, Lieut. 
Cockshutt was wounded severely. His 



men placed him in a shell hole, sand- 
liHgged the |ioHitioii to (;ive bini as 
much protection as ;,i'.<t':ilile. and liound 
up his wounds to r», ■ lu st of their 
ability. That was tin- l.ist beard of 
him up till yi>sterda.\ . Since that time 
members of the family sought thniui,'h 
every channel to secure di-finite in- 
formation, followlni; up i very clue 
that was presented. The hospitals and 
prison cvnips In CSermany were sear/h«- 
ed for him through the Bed Cross and 
the U. S. Embassy, and on Monday 
tho word was ' received, belated, 
through the latter channel, that he 
had been killed, and that details of 
his bur>'ing place were being foiTvard- 
ed by mall. First offlci.Tlly iiosted as 
mlsslnB. the Canadian records now re- 
late that he is "tiresunied dead." 

He was a .«InKle man. netive In ath- 
letics, and a member of '/A"u I'resliy- 
ferlan Church. Ile w.is iimre than 
respecleil — he w.as fstei-me.l by all 
with whom he came in ciit ict. lie 
was democratic to the last il< i n i-. and 
was loved by the men who served un- 
der him In th" C. M. H. He was an 
Ideal type of young manhood, and In 
djring for bis country be Ured up to 
bis Ideals.

(Hy Stephen Keacoclc.) 
The months through which we are 
now passing are critical for the fate 
of the llrltlsh Kinpire. The war has 
lasted nearly two years and a half. 
There is no sign of an end. Our ene- 
mies have devastated lleiglunt and en- 
slaved its people. Tliey have overrun 
Pol.Vid and taken to themselves Us 
vast resources in corn ami food. The 
iron of Lorraine, the salt mines of 
(lalicia, and the oil fli-ids of Itoiiinanla 
are In their hands. They stand firm- 
ly entrenched on llio western front 
from tlin sea to Switzerland. Their 
own coastline from Holland to l)cn- 
mnriv tins thus far proved impreg- 
nable. 

As against this wo have done much. 
German commerce is driven from tho 
sea. Tho German colonics are con- 
qiierod. France has placed In the 
field one-sixth of her populiUion. Eng- 
land has raised an army of five mil- 
lion men. From fiverse.as a steady 
Htrcani of liaiisporls crowded with our 
troo[)s moves towards the heart of 
llie ICiriplre. The wlioie of the neu- 
tral world is under contribution to 
mir arms. Its factories are turned lo 
arsenals. Hrltisli weallli that repre- 
sented before tho war some twenty 
billion dollars in its foreign invest- 
ments Is being traded for the muni- 
tions of war. 

In the mural sense tho Allied peo- 
ples have done still more. Belgium's 
defiance of tynmny, the grim devo- 
tion uf those whom we used to call 
the llghl-hearted people of France, 
and the clieerful gayety of the "st.olld" 
Kngllsh — the nation that will not re- 
laiiiile, that still plays fair wlien mur- 
der anil pir.iey are turned against It, 
that ipiiiies v.-ith military ceremony 
even the raideis who have sliuiKlilered 
its chiUlren, thai hurls ils bombs In 
Flanders, an a new form of cricket, 
and turns even its daiiKer.!» and its 
iieroism into a form of sport — these 
ara the thtnga 'that have called forth 
the admiration of tlic world. 

As against this the German brow 
Is dark with the shame of tho tor- 
turer and the ' ipùr^*'*'"- There are 
cries that echo' to" lis from the wastes 
of the Atlantic, and that will echo 
still tlirougli centuries of lime. 

But we only deceive onrwelves if we 
hide tlie fact that the fate of the 
war — and with it all th.at is best in 
the world — lianKs in the balance. 

Wliat are we to do? 

Our snidlers in tlie field have done, 
and are doiiiK, all Ihsit lieioism can 
inspire and all that endiiiance can 
fulfil.

Thi.« niean.« lhal nine-tpnths 
of the man's worU i.-; dlrerti'd to hi."< 
i>wn uffe atid only one-tentli for the 
war. Or let us put the c a.se in Ihe con- 
crete. Lei us suppose that the man 
in question makes pianos. The net 
result of his work is as if he gave one- 
tenth of his pianos to the Govern- 
ment. With that tenth there is no 
quarrel. The Government can ex- 
change it for foreign gunpowder; this] 
is the same, at one remove, as If the 
piano made gunpowder. But the lath- 
er nine-tentlaa is alt astray. This the 
piano man exchanire.s for wheat, vege- 
tables, meat, clothes, and so on; Uni.-;, 
a.s far as this nine-tenths of the nian's 
Work Rons, he is a mere drone or para- 
site feedins himself and c-b.thlim him- 
self, but not helping ti» liubl the war 
at ull. Worse thuii that. The farinnv 
who raised the food is a parasite, too. 
For although food is a war material, 
this particular piece of food is not. 
The fanner who raises food and e;:- 
chaages It for pianos, pianolas, vic- 
trolas, trotting buggies, books, mov- 
ing pictures, pleasure cars, and so on, 
is Just as much a war-drone as the 
man who made them. 

In other words (he further we look 
into the case the worse it «ets. Since 
food Ik •!. v\Hi material we might have 
supposed ul fii'Ht si;;lu iluit our vast 
attricultural populutiun was really em- 
ployed in workInK to win the war. In- 
deed « lot of nonsense to this effect 
luis been spoken and printed during 
tlie past fe w years. If all our farmers 
were wiirl.in;; directly for iIip (iov- 
ernnient, if all that they prodiiceil 
were handed over to the Clovernment. 
and if they themselves received out 
of it only enough food and clothes to 
keep them going, then, indeed, they 
would be doing war work. For the 
Government could either use the food 
to feed the soldiers or sell it to the 
foreigners for the munitions. But this 
is not the case. 

Exactly the same argument applies 
to the export trade. It is often thougtit 
that if such and such a thing is manu- 
factured il, Canada and sold abroad, 
then since this brings money Into the' 
iiiuiitry with which we can buy w.'ir 
material to pay soldiers, the cxpori 
trade is a direct contribution towards 
the war. Sheer fallacy and confusion, 
if not worse. lOxpoit in private hands 
pays only its ta;; to ilie (iovernment, 
not its product. The e.\^oit workers 
exchange their ninc-tentiis of wh.it 
they make, for their own consumption. 
Here, again, drone trades with drone, 
and the country profits— apart from 
Its little tax— nothing. 

Individual Qreed. 

The iriitli is that In all these things 
individual Rteed and BelflshnesH ob- 
scure the Issue. War brings with it 
the peculiar phenomenon of war pros- 
perity. This, economically, is one of 
the most distressing things conceiv- 
able. Here is the Interprétation of il. 
It is as If an industrious farmer nnd 
his family had worked hard for a sen- 
eratlon and amassed flocks nnd herds, 
bams and buildings, and good stores i 
of provisions and grain; then, in :i ) 
moment of insanity, had set to worUj 
to bum the butldinKs. and in the warm 
lilïht of thr flames kill nnd devour the 
animals, nnd f;orBe themselves Willi 
the Kiain and fodder, tlirowiiia ibe: 
rest away. In this mad orgy one son 
of the family, more idiotic even than j 
the rest, rubs his silly hands before i 
the burning homo and leers: "Father. | 
it is warmer here and nicer, and there j 
is more to eat, than in the obi d.iy» 
when we worked hard and hud but 
little food. Father, we are prosper-' 
cms. We have done a good thing." j 
Then presently the fire btirns downj 
into ashes nnd Ihe night rome.ei nnd 
Ihe dark. And where the grain once 
stood and the meadows smiled in the 
sun, the wolves shall howl aRain in 
the f-'looin of the forest. And where 
tlip homestead wa* ibero will be 
Kravei". .'-^uch is the interpretation of 
war. 

The fainter and the family nie lliei 
nation. .ilid llie Idiotic son laii.^biiK;! 
beside the fire is the war theurist i 
talking of the boom of trade. 

Rut people either do not, nr will 
not, know this. They still want their 
industry and its inflated gains, nnd 
\V:<.r Prosperity with the flush on iisj 
hectic face and War Pleasure wlthi 
its str*.'1ent laugh, dancing away thel 
midnijïht hours. In and throu:^li ii 
all mnves smug hypocrisy, suggesting 
Ihe little words nnd phrases that are 
to FiiJve the soul: lencliinpr the niniiii- 
factiirpr to call himself a patriot lu: he 
pockets bis piivalp Cains, and to slioiii 
for Had", more trade, iliai bp may 
cram lii,-; liockcis Ibr fuller; leaihin;: 
the farmer that Ins own fat. easy iii- 
dii.ilry is war itself, and thai he may 
count liiK fatted cattle In the liKlil of 
his stable lantern and ^o to bed a 
patriot; teachiniT nil the drones nnd 
parasites, the lawyers, tho professors, 
the chefs and the piano players, the 
actors nnd the buffoons, that In go- 
ing on with their business tliey arc 
aiding In the conduct of the war, 

"Uiisinoss as usual," shouled some 
especial Idiot nt the outset of the war. 

The cry was like to ruin us. 

What then are we to do'.' By what 
means cm we cliantje from .nil ec^oiio- 
my of peace and industrial .selfi.Kb- 
ness lo an economy of effort and na- 
tional sacrifice'.' 

There ore two ways in which tbiv 
can be done; one that l.s heroic and 
Impossible, another that lies easy to 
our hand. 

The first is the method that nations 
adopt only in their despair, only In 
the last agonies of foreign conquest, 
as when Richmond fell, or when the 
Boera fought on In grim desperation 
across the naked veldt. Here nation- 
al production ends, save only for ne- 
cessary food and war aupplies. Pri- 
vate Industry is gone. Luxury is dead. 
All of the nation's men ara gathered 
Into a single band. They do as they 
are told. Tliey fluht, they work, they 
die. Its women are In the fields; or 
they are making handaees; they tend 
the sick; they jiray beside the dyin,-. 

Thus a nation can stand, prim and 
terrible, its back against the wall, till 
it goes down, all In one heap, slori- 
ous. In the wild onslaufihts of the 
great conquests of the past, nations 
have died Ilka this.
